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Queensbury Lodge ‘will 
still be a training yard’

FOREST Heath District Council is 
continuing to push for a training 
yard at the Queensbury Lodge site on 
Newmarket High Street. 

This comes despite reported claims 
from its owner, Bill Gredley of Unex, 
that he had been told it would never 
again be used in a yard capacity 

The Racing Post reported last week 
that Mr Gredley said he had been 
told by the council that Queensbury 
Lodge will “never be used as a racing 
yard again”, as he hailed it a “major 
shift in policy”. 

But speaking to the News yesterday, 
Cllr James Waters, FHDC leader and 
cabinet member for planning and 
growth, denied this - and said a rac¬ 
ing yard is still the primary use want¬ 
ed for the site. 

He said: “Our adopted planning 
policies have not changed, our poli¬ 
cies directly related to horse racing 
have not changed, our determination 
to save the listed buildings at the long 
abandoned Queensbury Lodge and 
bring them back to economic use has 
not changed. 

“What has changed is that our 
move towards seeking a compulsory 
purchase order (CPO) for the dilapi¬ 
dated site has led to improved co-op¬ 
eration from its owner.” 

The council applied for a CPO last 
year after it said talks with Mr Gredley 
continued to fail. 

The listed buildings have been 



previously subject to planning appli¬ 
cations to turn the site into a super¬ 
market, but the planning committee 
rejected the application, and its deci¬ 
sion was upheld on appeal. 

Most recently, Mr Gredley has dis¬ 
played plans locally to turn the site 
into an old people’s home of 26 one 
and two-bedroom suites, with four 
sitting rooms and a restaurant. 

But FHDC will be trying to keep 
the site in the horse racing industry, 
in line with planning policies that say 
once a site has been used as a Race¬ 
horse Training Establishment (RTE) it 
must stay as one. 

Cllr Waters added: “Our primary 
aim is to save the listed buildings in¬ 


cluding the stables, and to then bring 
the site back into economic use. We 
have always said, in line with our 
planning policies protecting long¬ 
standing horse racing industry uses, 
that we would look to see if that use 
can be re-established with the indus¬ 
try that the stables once served.” 

The council said recent meetings 
with Mr Gredley had been “more pos¬ 
itive”. It has been agreed that the site 
will be cleared of rubble and remedial 
repairs will be undertaken to make 
the buildings weather and watertight. 

Cllr Waters added: “Once cleared, 
we will be able to establish a fully 
costed list of repairs required, and 
appoint an architect to carry out a de¬ 


velopment brief which will look at the 
various options for the site. 

“We look forward to continuing 
this positive working relationship in 
order to bring this important historic 
landmark site back into modern day 
use. However, should this relation¬ 
ship falter, we remain committed to 
seeking a CPO as our only means of 
guaranteeing that the site does not 
lie abandoned and fall into futher de¬ 
cay.” 

William Gittus, chairman of the 
Newmarket Horsemen’s Group, was 
pleased progress was being made. 

He told the News: “For many years, 
FHDC, with the support of Newmar¬ 
ket Horsemen’s Group, has been try¬ 


ing to work with the owner to find a 
solution to Queensbury Lodge and 
we continue to do so. 

“It is a shame the council has been 
forced to commence the CPO to en¬ 
courage the owner to co-operate, but 
it is good news that progress is now 
being made. 

“As we have said many times be¬ 
fore, the Newmarket Horsemen’s 
Group, together with so many in the 
town, would love to see the scaffol¬ 
ding removed and these historic 
buildings restored, providing that 
whatever happens is in line with 
planning policy and the local plan.” 

Mr Gredley was unavailable for 
comment.

New arrests in 
Dobbo attack

FOUR more people have 
been arrested in connection 
with a “sickening attack” on 
a father from Mildenhall. 

Simon Dobbin, 42, was 
attacked by a group of men 
who were in the Railway 
Tavern as he walked in East 
Street, Southend, following 
the match between South- 
end United and Cambridge 
United on March 21. 

He was knocked uncon¬ 
scious and suffered a serious 
head injury. 

Police believed that the 
group had set out with the 
intention of attacking Cam¬ 
bridge United supporters. 

Mr Dobbin was trans¬ 
ferred to Addenbrooke’s and 
put into a medically induced 
coma. He is still in hospital, 
in a serious but stable condi¬ 
tion. 

Now, four more people 
have been arrested in con¬ 
nection with the attack. 

A 38-year-old man from 
Basildon, two men from 
Southend aged 32 and 20, 
and a 24-year-old man from 
Rochford have been arrested 
on suspicion of violent disor¬ 
der and GBH. 


They have all been bailed 
until August 5 and 6. 

Three men from South- 
end aged 19, 22 and 33 and 
a 24-year-old from Westcliff 
had been arrested on suspi¬ 
cion of grievous bodily harm. 

They were bailed until ear¬ 
ly July. 

Essex police have again 
appealed for witnesses to the 
attack. DCI Martin Pasmore, 
of the Kent and Essex serious 
crime directorate, is leading 
the investigation. 

He said: “Mr Dobbin has 
received life-changing in¬ 
juries as a result of this in¬ 


cident. He was an entirely 
innocent victim who was 
simply enjoying a day out 
with a friend. 

“He could have been any¬ 
one’s father, son or brother. 

“I am convinced there 
are witnesses who are yet to 
come forward and I would 
appeal for them to contact 
us as they may have vital evi¬ 
dence to help us bring those 
responsible for this sicken¬ 
ing attack to justice.”

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Wartime memories 
kept in time capsule

A LITTLE piece of history 
has been buried in Swaffham 
Bulbeck last week as part of a 
charity project. 

Red2Green, who are based 
in the village, buried a time 
capsule at the War Memorial 
as their ongoing War Detec¬ 
tives project came to an end 
last Wednesday. 

For weeks, the charity has 
been inviting people from 
the local schools, charity 
learners and local residents 
along to learn more about 
the Second World War. 

Local residents have also 
come along to the charity to 
share their experiences of 
the wartime, which were also 
made into a series of eight 
films and had their premiere 
on Wednesday afternoon. 

Nigel Fenner, manager of 
the War Detectives project, 
said: “Eight films in all were 
shown on being an evacuee, 
serving in the RAF in Burma, 
the local Home Guard, ex¬ 
tracts from the diary of a resi¬ 
dent’s grandmother who ran 
a shop in the village, stealing 
ammunition from a German 
plane shot down, the dou-

ble tragedy of some families 
in Lode who lost sons in the 
war, daughters who mar¬ 
ried Americans serving at 
Bottisham airfield, and the 
planes and crew that were 
based there. 

“The war detectives also 
outlined the work they had 
done throughout the year, 
such as poems, pictures, re¬ 
ports and leaflets of places 
visited, before placing them 
in a time capsule.” 

The project was launched 
to coincide with the 70th an¬ 
niversary of the end of the 
Second World War. 

Ron Butler, a local resi¬ 
dent who served in the RAF 
during the war, pushed the 
time capsule in a decorated 
wheelbarrow, following the 
flag of the Bottisham and 
District branch of the Royal 
British Legion and two air 
cadets, to the war memorial 
in Swaffham Bulbeck before 
the capsule was buried. 

The High Sheriff of Cam¬ 


bridgeshire, Victor Lucus, 
and Andy Hamilton, a TV 
and radio scriptwriter and 
Red2Green patron, both at¬ 
tended the burial. 

The High Sheriff spoke of 
the importance of the pro¬ 
ject in “enabling older peo¬ 
ple to talk about their war¬ 
time experiences” while also 
encouraging young students 
to “continue to listen while 
they could still hear the sto¬ 
ries directly”. 

The time capsule was filled 
with everything the War De¬ 
tectives have learned and 
what they want to pass onto 
future generations. 

Nigel added: “The day was 
clearly a great success, as 
has been the whole War De¬ 
tectives project in bringing 
schools, Red2Green and the 
local community together 
to pursue a common goal to 
learn and commemorate to¬ 
gether.” 

The time capsule is sched¬ 
uled to be dug up in 100 
years time.

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‘Double 
blow’ for 
patients’ 
families 

THE reduction of Myles 
Bradbury’s sentence 
has come as a “double 
blow” for families of the 
victims. 

Samantha Robson, 
of Exeter-based Robson 
Shaw Solicitors, who 
represents a number of 
boys sexually assaulted 
by Bradbury said: “This 
is disappointing news 
for the families involved 
in the Bradbury case. 
One victim’s father 
states that his family 
have already been 
let down by a health 
professional they should 
have been able to trust. 

“This is a double 
blow to learn 
Bradbury’s sentence 
has been reduced. They 
have to live with the 
long-term consequences 
the abuse has caused to 
their family.” 

She said her clients 
feel that the “court 
should have had more 
regard to how the 
reduction in sentence 
would have affected the 
victims and the decision 
puts across the wrong 
message to the children 
affected by the scandal”. 

Director of children’s 
charity Kidscape 
Claude Knights said the 
decision sends victims 
a “very strange and 
disturbing message”. 

She said: “It is 
difficult to understand 
why a child sex offender 
who is described 
as ‘wicked’ and 
‘dangerous’ by a judge 
at the Court of Appeal, 
has had his sentence 
‘restructured’. 

“For a paediatrician 
to undertake such 
heinous crimes against 
very sick children is a 
betrayal of trust of the 
highest order and such 
abhorrent behaviour 
deserves the toughest 
possible sentence. 

“This review sends 
out a very strange and 
disturbing message, 
especially to this 
predator’s victims and 
their families.” 


Paedophile Bradbury has 
sentence c ut at appeal 



THE families of child victims 
left traumatised by paedophile 
cancer doctor Myles Bradbury 
were shocked as his jail term was 
slashed on appeal. 

Bradbury was originally sen¬ 
tenced to 22 years in jail for abus¬ 
ing 18 boys in his care at Adden- 
brooke’s in Cambridge. 

But on Friday, the Court of Ap¬ 
peal cut it to a 16-year custodial 
sentence, plus an additional six 
years on licence. Bradbury, 42, 
from Herringswell, would have 
been eligible for release after 11 
years originally, but could have 
served the full 22-year sentence if 
he had been refused parole. 

Now the Court of Appeal has 
decided he must serve two-thirds 
of the new 16-year prison term 
- 10 years, eight months - be¬ 
fore he can apply for parole, and 
will then face stricter conditions 
while on licence. 

Lady Justice Hallett, sitting 
with Mr Justice Haddon-Cave 
and Mr Justice Goss, described 
Bradbury’s offending as “wicked” 
and said the court agreed with 
the sentencing judge that “a total 
figure of 22 years was appropri¬ 
ate”. But she said they believed 
that a “better way both to pun-

ish the appellant and protect the 
public” was to “restructure the 
sentence”. 

She described Bradbury as 
“dangerous” and said the con¬ 
sequences of his offending had 
been widespread and “devas¬ 
tating” for the victims and their 
families. 

The mother of one of Brad¬ 
bury’s young patients said: “I’m 
disgusted really. My son said he 
should have got longer for the 
cheek of asking.” 

Bradbury watched proceed¬ 
ings via video link from prison on 
the Isle of Wight. He was jailed in 
December after pleading guilty 
to more than 20 offences, includ¬ 
ing sexual assault, voyeurism and 
possessing more than 16,000 in¬ 
decent images, involving boys 
aged between 10 and 16. 

All his victims suffered from 
leukaemia, haemophilia or other 
serious conditions. Some have 
since died. Bradbury filmed 
some with a spy pen and abused 
others behind a curtain while 
their parents were in the room. 

When sentenced in Cam¬ 
bridge, Bradbury was described 


as a “cold and calculating mon¬ 
ster”. He has since refused to 
speak about the number of chil¬ 
dren he abused. 

Lady Justice Hallett said: “As far 
as the impact of the appellant’s 
offending is concerned, it has 
been exceptionally widespread. 
The impact on the children and 
their parents has been devastat¬ 
ing. Many parents blame them¬ 
selves for not knowing what was 
going on and/or trusting the ap¬ 
pellant.” 

Some children suffered from 
clinical depression, nightmares, 
feelings of anger and shame, and 
needed counselling and therapy. 

The judge said: “Not surpris¬ 
ingly, some find they cannot trust 
doctors any more and have not 
sought medical attention when 
they should. More than one has 
suffered severe psychological 
harm.” 

She said parents of children 
who had died and were trying to 
come to terms with their loss had 
been caused the worry of won¬ 
dering if their child had been a 
victim. She said that Bradbury’s 
colleagues “felt guilt, anger and 
shame for failing to appreciate 
what was happening”. 


Victims 'shocked' by sentence change 


A VICTIM of Myles 
Bradbury is furi¬ 
ous after the paedo¬ 
phile’s jail term was 
slashed despite him 
committing years 
of sex abuse against 
young cancer pa¬ 
tients in Cambridge. 

Renu Daly, of 
Hudgell Solicitors, 
which represented a 
large number of the 


families, said Brad¬ 
bury would serve 10 
years, eight months 
before being consid¬ 
ered for release. 

She said while 
there was disap¬ 
pointment that the 
sentence had been 
cut, the situation 
was “much better” 
because he will face 
far stricter criteria on 


release, which would 
keep the public safer 
for longer. 

But the legal rep¬ 
resentative said it 
had been very diffi¬ 
cult for the families 
concerned - two of 
whom were in court. 

She said: “It was 
very upsetting for 
them, and that was 
quite apparent by 


their clear distress 
at seeing this man 
again.” 

The mother of a 
leukaemia patient 
treated by Bradbury 
was “shocked” by the 
decision. 

She said: “I’m dis¬ 
gusted really. My son 
said he should have 
got longer for the 
cheek of asking.”

Horses could 
pay for tunnels 

I WOULD not doubt that William 
Gittus is fundamentally rational but I 
wonder whether his views on horse/ 
traffic conflict are somewhat creative. 

There is, I feel, a certain 
inevitability of increasing traffic in 
Newmarket, not least to realise the 
50,000 visitor target for the Home of 
Horseracing Centre. 

Mr Gittus in his letter last week 
writes of the "culture and unique 
nature of Newmarket", referring, I 
believe, to the sight of horses being 
ridden over and along the roads and 
streets in town. 

It seems almost that town folk may 
be more concerned about horse 
safety than some racing folk. 

The provision of tunnels at the Bury 
Road and Rayes Lane crossings would 
seem to be the best way to avoid this. 
Indeed, at the Hatchfield Inquiry, 


John Gosden declared that this was 
"the only way". 

However, Mr Gittus seems to 
suggest that the financing of such 
tunnels should not rest solely with 
horse racing interests. 

It somewhat sticks in the craw 
that we are lectured about the 
contribution racing makes to the 
local economy, yet when it comes to 
such as the Snailwell/Fordham Road 
crossing the contribution of racing is 
fairly minimal. 

I would think that any prudent 
owner would consider it reasonable 
to protect their racehorse investments 
by contributing to the cost of sensible 
safe practice. 

Mr Gredley's offer of a £4 million 
loan could, I feel, be financed by a 
contribution of £1 per horse per day, 
best collected as part of the Jockey 
Club Estate's fees to owners for use of 
the training grounds.

Hancock support for 
fairer school funding 


MATTHEW Hancock is join¬ 
ing a drive by Conservative 
MPs to demand “urgent ac¬ 
tion” to reform funding for 
schools in England. 

The West Suffolk MP joined 
his colleagues from up and 
down the country to address 
what Mr Hancock has said 
was a “historic unfairness”. 

He told the News: “I’m clear 
we need to see further pro¬ 
gress for schools funding to 
be spread more evenly across 
England. 

“Suffolk schools get less 
funding for each pupil than 
the national average, for rea¬ 
sons more down to history 
than logic. 

“This needs to be done in 
a way that is careful, within 
tight budgets, and the money 
then needs to be spent wisely 
too. 

“But it’s a case the Suffolk 
MPs are making and the Gov-

ernment has so far respond¬ 
ed positively too.” 

The Conservatives com¬ 
mitted to protecting ‘per pu¬ 
pil funding’ in cash terms, 
even as the number of chil¬ 
dren expected to attend 
school increases, but that 
will not take into account in¬ 
flation. 

The Newmarket News’ sis¬ 
ter paper, Cambridge News, 
launched a campaign in 
2013 to end the discrepancy 
in funding in Cambridgesh¬ 
ire, which was supported by 
more than 5,000 people. 

School leaders said they 
are forced to look at laying off 
teachers and increasing class 
sizes because of the poor 
funding in the area. 

A Department for Educa¬ 
tion spokesman said: “We 


are ensuring schools across 
England are funded fairly so 
that all pupils, whatever their 
background and wherever 
they live in the country, have 
access to a good education. 

“This is a priority for the 
Government and a key part 
of our core mission to deliver 
real social justice. 

“The last Government 
made considerable progress 
in reforming the school fund¬ 
ing system. 

“In 2014 an additional 
£390 million was allocated 
to boost 69 of the least fairly 
funded areas in the country 
in 2015-16 - the biggest step 
toward fairer schools funding 
in 10 years. 

“But we recognise there is 
still work to do, which is why 
we have committed to look¬ 
ing at what more needs to be 
done to ensure that all local

SERVICEMEN and women from 
RAF Mildenhall were special guests 
at Stansted Airport on Monday as 
America’s First Lady Michelle Oba¬ 
ma touched down for a visit to the 
UK. 

A total of 50 military families from 
the base in Mildenhall met Mrs 
Obama, who was travelling with her 
daughters Malia, 16, and Sasha, 14, 
as they spoke to “encourage disad¬ 
vantaged teenagers towards further 
education”. 

The families were invited to meet 
the First Lady, who is 51, as part of 
the family’s whistle-stop tour of the 
UK, which includes a visit to a school 
in London and tea with Prime Minis¬ 
ter David Cameron. 

Shalonda Pradier, the base hair 
stylist at Mildenhall, and her brood 
met Mrs Obama when she arrived at 
Stansted on Monday evening. 

While her children Damarius, 13, 
Endia, 10, and 4-year-old Austen 
were thrilled to meet Mrs Obama, 
when the First Lady attempted to 
“high five” 2-year-old Kobe, the tot 
was overwhelmed and hid behind 
his mother’s shoulder. 

After the encounter Mrs Pradier, 
who is originally from Arkansas, told 
the Observer : “I was shocked be¬ 
cause Austen is usually the one who 
is shy and Kobe is the one who talks, 
but not this time. 

“When he’s older, I’m going to tell 


him ‘you had the opportunity to 
shake the First Lady’s hand and you 
didn’t do it’.” 

■ RAF Mildenhall is set to close in 
2020 after a restructure by the US 
Department of Defence. 

A total of 3,200 military personnel 
at the home of special operations 
forces and air refuelling tankers, will 
be moved to other locations includ¬ 
ing Germany.

Countdown to 
new Fiat 500 


O N July 4 1957 
the Fiat was 
launched to the 
Italian public. 

Developed by 
legendary engineer 
Dante Giacosa, the Fiat 
500 was designed to be 
as affordable to buy and 
run as possible. It was 
small, not necessarily to 
avoid traffic congestion 
but because metal was 
expensive and the more 
of it that was used, the 
more weight the car 
gained and the more 
performance and fuel 
was needed to propel 
the car along. 

It was this kind of 
pragmatism which led 
to the adoption of a 
full-length canvas roof 
on early models (lighter 
and less expensive to 
produce) and also in 
the interests of costs 
and packaging, a rear- 
mounted, air-cooled, 
two-cylinder 479cc 
engine was chosen. 

Prod ucing just 13 bhp, 
the 470kg Fiat 500 


was capable of just 
over 50mph but, more 
importantly, it was 
extremely fuel efficient 
and required only basic 
maintenance. 

At a time when the 
average Italian factory 
worker earned no more 
than 50,000 Lire per 
month the Fiat 500 cost 
490,000 Lire when it 
went on sale, making it 
a considerable financial 
undertaking even with 
Fiat's 20,000 Lire per 
month repayment 
programme. However 
that didn't prevent the 
Fiat 500 being a massive 
sales success, amassing 
more than 3.6 million 
sales over its 18-year life 
cycle. 

The Fiat 500 evolved 
into the Fiat 126, which 
was replaced by the 
FIAT Cinquencento and 
Seicento city cars - all 
brilliantly packaged, 
fun to drive and 
commercially successful 
in their own right - but 
the original 500 never 


disappeared from view. 

It was clear that the 
FIAT 500 had a special 
place in the public's 
hearts and minds, and 
so on July 4 2007 the 
Fiat 500 was reborn - 
true to the philosophy 
of the iconic 1957 car. 
The engine might have 
moved to the front and 
it may have had seven 
airbags and Blue&Me 
connectivity but its 
design was a perfectly- 
executed homage to the 
original car. 

Marketed in 100 
countries and with more 
than 1.5 million sales 
globally (UK sales will 
likely top quarter of a 
million in total by the 
end of the year) the 
next chapter in the Fiat 
500 story is about to 
begin. 

On July 4, Fiat will 
unveil the new Fiat 
500 for the first time.

The Newmarket Jogger 
finished the 100-mile event in 
20hr 19min to place 24th overall 
in what was his retirement race. 

Martyn Taylor and Tom 
Stedman helped out by running 
long sections with Blowes, who 
last year ran personal bests 
at all distances from 5km to 
marathon, culminating in 2hr 
48min in the London Marathon. 

Kevin Connolly also started the 
100-mile event, but had to retire 
due to a persistent foot injury. 

In the Friday 5 Series at 
Nowton Park, Jason Beeton 
finished 40th in 32min 53sec. 

Ursula Ransom is in good 
form and finished in 35.09, 
beating Neville Clarke by a 
second, to be the first FV40 
athlete.

Carrington in 
Tour success 

MILDENHALL Cycling Club were 
well represented at the inaugural 
Tour of Cambridgeshire. 

Forming part of the UCI World 
Cycling Tour, day one saw the 
time trial in Peterborough with 
Richard Carrington, participating 
in the 40 to 44 masters age 
group, finishing in 38th position 
with a time of 41 min 45sec. 

Carrington was back on the 
start line for day two's 'gran 
fondo' mass participation race 
and despite a scare in the 
early stages where he narrowly 
avoided a large crash, he 
finished in 3hr 22min, placing 
him 41st in his age group and 
232nd overall out of 4,787 
finishers. 

And his time placed him 
well inside the top 25 per cent 
of finishers in his age group, 
qualifying him for the world final 
in Denmark later in the year. 

Marc Bowers experienced 
mechanical issues, but still 
finished in 3hr 59min while Paul 
Pearson completed his longest 
ride to date, having recently 
been out of action due to injury.

OLIVER Jarvis believes he could 
have challenged for victory at the 
Le Mans 24 Hours had it not been 
for an early crash that ended his 
hopes of claiming a first win at the 
world famous race. 

Porsche halted a run of five 
consecutive Audi wins when the 
#19 919 hybrid driven by Nico 
Hulkenberg, Nick Tandy and Earl 
Bamber took the chequered flag. 

Newmarket driver Jarvis had to 
settle for fourth in his R18 e-tron 
quattro, but he believes his #8 car 
may well have had the pace to keep 
up with Porsche, who opened up a 
decisive gap over their rivals during 
the night. 

“If we had been closer and on the 
same lap it would have put added 
pressure on them,” he said. 

“And then they (would have been 
more likely to) make mistakes as 
they would have been pushing. 

“Staying in touching distance 
could have changed the whole 
race. We’ll never know.” 

Jarvis admitted the incident that 
ruled him out of contention for the 
win nearly three hours into the race 
- co-driver Loic Duval crashed into 
the barriers while taking evasive 
action from slower GT cars - had 
been a bitter pill to swallow. 

“It was no fault of my team-mate, 
it’s just one of those things,” con¬ 
tinued the 31-year-old driver, who, 
having not even got into the car last 
year because of an early retirement, 
was relieved to still be in the race. 

“I thought the race was over. I 
didn’t think for a second we’d get 
back out in five minutes. 

“We fought back as hard as we 
could and we were hopeful we 
might salvage a (place on the) 
podium, but in the end it wasn’t to 
be.” 

Fourth place will give Jarvis, 
Duval and Lucas di Grassi some 
points towards their campaign in 
the World Endurance Champion¬ 
ship, which resumes in August. But

Cowell s Goldream 
seals Stand success 


GOLDREAM was another feather in the 
cap of sprint specialist Robert Cowell 
as he gained a last-gasp triumph in the 
King’s Stand Stakes on the opening day at 
Royal Ascot. 

It was just four years ago that 
Prohibit signalled Cowell’s presence as 
a trainer of speedsters with victory in 
this five-furlong Group One. 

Since then, the likes of Nunthorpe 
scorer Jwala, Kingsgate Native, Spirit 
Quartz and Monsieur Joe have all landed 
Group-race successes for the Newmar¬ 
ket handler. 

Goldream himself had lifted the 
Group Three Palace House Stake, but 
a below-par run on unsuitable ground 
in the Temple Stakes at Haydock 
resulted in him going off unfancied in 
the wider world at 20-1. 

Cowell had not lost faith, how¬ 
ever, and relishing the quick ground, 
Goldream vindicated his connections 
under a powerful ride from Martin 
Harley, nabbing the veteran Medicean 
Man by a short head. 

Muthmir was just a neck away in 
third, with Pearl Secret fourth. 

“He’d been training beautifully and 
going into the Temple Stakes, but he’s 
not a soft-ground horse,” said Cowell. 

“He loves hearing his feet rattle. He 
got that today and that’s the key to him. 
You could see in the last furlong he just 
wanted to win the race. That is such an 
important aspect in a sprinter. 

“The last furlong felt like four or five 
minutes, but I knew it was only about 
12 seconds. 

“It’s absolutely wonderful and a great 
ride by Martin. 

“I’ve been lucky enough to be sent 


good horses like this and have been 
able to deliver them on the day. 

“The hardest part is getting them 
into the yard. A lot of trainers can do 
the job that I do. If we have them, we 
do all right. 

“We don’t do a huge amount with 
them when we’ve got them fit. We just 
keep them ticking over. They have their 
play time and their work time. 

“I don’t mind being pigeon-holed as 
a trainer of sprinters. 

“I’m a bit overwhelmed. Tom Morley, 
who is involved in this horse with his 
mother, was involved with Prohibit.” 

Regarding the rest of the season, 

Cowell said: “I don’t know yet, but 
obviously the Nunthorpe and maybe the 
Abbaye, but the ground has to be fast.” 

Jockey Ryan Moore enjoyed a 
hat-trick on the opening day. 

He was on board Gleneagles as the 
QIPCO 2,000 Guineas winner con¬ 
firmed his position as the star miler 
of his generation by handing Aidan 
O’Brien a record-breaking seventh 
success in the St James’s Palace Stakes. 

Moore then produced the Willie 
Mullins-trained Clondaw Warrior with 
a perfectly-timed challenge to land 
the Ascot Stakes and Washington DC 
provided his third winner in a pulsat¬ 
ing Windsor Castle Stakes. 

A statue of five-time Ascot winner 
Frankel was unveiled by the Queen on 
the opening day of the meeting. 

Trained in Newmarket by the late Sir 
Henry Cecil, Frankel retired unbeaten 
following a 14-race career in October 
2012 which culminated in the Cham¬

bright as Seville conquers Chantilly 


JUST eight days after teaming up for 
Derby glory with Golden Horn, John 
Gosden and Frankie Dettori hit the 
Classic jackpot again as Star Of Seville 
defied stall 15 to take the Prix de 
Diane at Chantilly. 

In a bold move from trainer 
Gosden, Star Of Seville was herself 
running only nine days after being 
well beaten in the Investec Oaks. 

Dettori always had Lady Bamford's 
16-1 chance close to the lead set by 
Clarmina. 

While the field compacted turning 
in, Dettori was able to get first run on 
the Musidora winner as he took her

to the front. 

She maintained the gallop to see 
off Physiocrate, with Little Nightingale 
third. 

The other British raider, Mick 
Channon's Malabar, briefly looked as 
though she may get involved but could 
not get close at the business end. 

Gosden said: "Frankie and I walked 
the track in the morning and came up 
with a plan of what to do. 

"He has ridden her beautifully and 


I said after we walked and planned it, 
'if this works you are a genius'. 

"She will have a break and then 
she could run the Nassau Stakes and 
the Prix de I'Opera. 

"I don't think she is an Arc filly, I think 
she is better over the mile and a quarter. 

"She is a great filly, who is very 
strong mentally." 

On the decision to run so soon 
after Epsom, Gosden said: "She 
went very, very slowly and ran for a 


furlong and a half up the hill and got 
knocked over. It was a very expensive 
piece of work, but she came out of it 
almost angry she didn't have a race. 

"I left her in the first few days (at 
Chantilly) and I called Lady Bamford 
and said 'this filly is in great form, she 
is back to her racing weight, please 
can I run her as she didn't have a run 
at Epsom'. 

"I said 'I know it isn't the normal 
way to prepare a horse, but please 


can I run her' and she was very
